Jefferson, he left the government, and 
fixed his residence in thiscity, and became 
for a considerable time extensively en- 
gaged in’ trade, and was, during that 
period. far years president of the 
Bank of America. Upon quitting mer-| 
cantile pursuits, he removed to Connecti- 
cut, and was very soon elected governor.

Wolcott was a man of distinguished talents 
and great amiableness of manners, and 
in private relations of life much esteemed 
and respected.—N Daily ddver.
